The following is a memorandum of my 
visits to the several schools of the county: 
At Gull River we found Prof Tifft and 
his estimable w ife presiding over six ty- 
five pupils, both conductingclaa*es in the 
same room, yet doing ex cellent work. 
Discipline good. 
Pupils 
attentive t > 
books, with a seeming disposition to 
make the best use of their time. 
A new 
and more commodious school house will 
undoubtedly be built in this district nex t 
year and a graded school established. 
Much praise is due to the school board, 
Thomas Nary, Esq., Charles Griffith and 
C. M. llallet, for the opening of three 
separate schools in the outlaying coun­ 
try—one at Pillager, one in the Swan 
River country and one at O’Neil’s. 
At Deerwood we found everything in 
the most satisfactory condition. 
There 
are twenty-eight pupils enrolled, and the 
average attendance ha^bcen about twen­ 
ty-two, a fact that speaks much for both 
teacher and scholars. They have a good 
school house, and, among the patrons, 
there if a desire to keep the school in 
its present state. 
Discipline is of the 
best, and all the children are doing 
nobly. 
Miss Blanche Ingersoli is the 
teacher, it being her second term. 
In the Orr district, four miles from 
Deerwood, is a small school of ten schol 
ars. 
The Uacber, Miss Belle Graham, 
though quite young, is doing fair work, 
and the pupils and patrons are deter­ 
mined to hold onto their school until it 
assumes larger proportions. 
Miss DeLaittre has just closed a suc­ 
cessful term at Bay Lake. 
Here, tome 
day, will be found one of the best country 
schools in the county. This is the fourth 
term of school in this district, and the 
scholars have improved the time, and the 
attendance has been good. 
Ft. Ripley school was visited 
four 
weeks ago. 
Miss Nettie Vose was in 
charge. This is sw ell managed district. 
The board always seek fo get the best 
teachers. 
We notice that since our first 
visit to this school the scholars have 
made good use of their time. 
There are 
over thirty pupils enrolled, but the aver­ 
age attendance is not what it ought to 
be. 
We hope to see an improvement in 
this respect. 
Our visit to the Crow Wing district 
astonished us—as well, perhaps, as some 
of the good people of the burgh. 
Here 
we found that out over forty children of 
school age in the district, only seventeen 
were enrolled, and out of the seventeen 
only eight were in attendance. 
Was told 
by the teacher that the parents are in the 
habit of keeping the scholars at home to 
work. 
We wculd suggest to these pa­ 
rents that the little work which these 
children can do can better be spared than 
their schooling. 
Miss Moore is engaged 
here for four months, and with proper 
encouragement on the part of the patrons 
of the <*bool will do good work. 
We 
were, we must say, well pleased will» the 
general appearance of the pupils who 
were at school. 
Many of them are well 
advanced. 
At Crow Wing Mill we found a new 
frame school house, painted outside and 
in, and seated with patent seats. 
There 
were fourteen scholars enrolled and all 
in attendance. 
A ll doing well. 
Miss 
Myrtie Bix by is the teacher and is doing 
finely. 
Miss Edna Blake is wielding the ped­ 
agogical baton in the O’Niel district. 
Miss Drake is one of our best teachers, 
and is, of course, doing good work. This 
is a small school, but the atteudance is 
quite regular. 
The Oaklawn school under the man­ 
agement of Mrs. G. W. Bam is in ex cel­ 
lent condition. 
Here we found twenty- 
one scholars, all very attentive, and good 
progress is being made. 
Mrs. Bain has 
taught school over twenty years, and this 
district is very fortunate to have secured 
her services. 
There are other schools iu progress 
that have not yet been visited. 
Mr. 
Ming has been re-engaged at Mille Lacs. 
This is a good school. 
There a;e twen­ 
ty-six pupils enrolled. 
Frame school 
house. Schools have been kept up reg­ 
ularly for four years.

In the Gorst district there are about 
fifty scholars in attendance. 
Miss Celia 
Wooster, has been conducting the school 
and has, we learn, done her work satis­ 
factorily. 
There are also schools at Nokay Sebic, 
at Lingneau’s and at Hughey’s—all re­ 
ported doing well.

A Scheme That Didn’t Work. 
Our citizens will remember that at the 
last session of the legislature there was 
passed a bill authorizing the City of 
Brainerd to issue bridge bonds to tht 
amount of $25,000. 
The real purpose of 
this bill was to enable the city to pay for 
the overflow of lands, provided that Mr.

fast 
limited train to the coast, by which 
the running time will be shortened 
twenty hoars.

composed of Pullman 
sleepers,

class tickets destined to points in 
Oregon and Washington.

train will also carry the mail, re­ 
ceiving it from the fast mail train 
on the Milwaukee & St. Paul, which 
arrives in St. Paul at 3:30 p. r n .

east-bound 
train 
will run from Portland and Tacoma 
in seventeen hours less than the 
present schedule.

the fast limited train the Northern

The dignifiod Professor was Dr. II. 
Carrington Bolton, and his subjett 
was “The Counting-cut Rhymes of 
Children. 
A fitudy in Intermitional 
Folk Lore.” 
Dr. Bolton was formerly 
a professor in Trinity College, H art­ 
ford. 
He has just returned from a 
tour in Europe. He explained to the 
audience that these rhymes and many 
others which he had picked up in 
twenty languages were used by chil­ 
dren in their games to determine who 
should have the most undesirable 
pat t. A leader repeated the doggerel 
rhyme, and the child on whom the last 
word felt wa? set free. Those remain­ 
ing went through the same ordeal un­ 
til the last one remained, who was “it.” 
This “it,” Dr. Bolton said, is a very 
polite expression in the games of Kn- 
glish-speaking children, for in German 
the one who is “it” is called a “ wolf” 
instead of “it;” in Japanese,“ oui,” or 
“little devil;” in Malagasy, “bucca,” 
or “leper,” and in Hawaiian, “crazy 
one.”

Land values m ust continue to in­ 
crease generally, because the available 
area of land in the country is now so 
ternall as to render inevitable^® entire 
absorption in alew years. 
One nunfired years from now, a t the 
present ra te of increase, our popula­ 
tion will be 400 to the square mile— 
twice as m any as in the largest Euro­ 
pean nations. 
To he a safe speculator, it is neces­ 
sary to study cause and effect, as t he 
proprietors of \\ at net’s safe curl- did 
in preparing their remedy. Its success 
is great because it reaches the cause 
of disease.

O nr County Schools. 
The following is a memorandum of my 
visits to the several schools of the county: 
At Gull River we found Prof. TiiTt and 
his estimable wife presiding over sixty- 
five pupils, both conductingcias-.es in tlie 
same room, yet doing excellent work. 
Discipline good. 
Pupils 
attentive to 
books, with a seeming disposition to 
make the best use of their time. 
A new 
and more commodious school house will 
undoubtedly be built In this district next 
year and a graded school established. 
Much praise is due to the school board, 
Thomas Nary, Esq., Charles Griffith and 
C. M. Hallet, for the opening of three 
separate schools in the outlaying coun­ 
try -o n e at Pillager, one in the Swan 
River country and one at O’Neil’s. 
At Deerwood we found everything in 
the most satisfactory condition. 
There 
are twenty-eight pupils enrolled, and the 
average attendance htgi been about twen­ 
ty-two, a fact that speaks much for both 
teacher and scholars. 
They have a good 
school house, and, among the patrons, 
there is a desire to keep the school in 
its present state. 
Discipline is of the 
best, and all the children are doing 
nobly. 
Miss Blanche Ingcrsoll is the 
teacher, it being her second term. 
In the Orr district, four miles from 
Deerwood, is a small school of ten schol 
ars. 
The teacher, Miss Belle Graham, 
though quite young, is doing fair work, 
and the pupils and patrons are deter­ 
mined to hold onto their school until it 
assumes laiger proportions. 
M iss DeLaittre has just closed a suc­ 
cessful term at Bay Lake. 
Here, some 
day, will be found one of the best country 
schools in the county. This is the fourth 
term of school in this district, and the 
scholars have improved the time, and the 
attendance has been good. 
F t. Ripley school was visited 
four 
weeks ago. 
Miss N ettie Vose was in 
charge. 
This is a well managed district. 
The board always seek fo get the best 
teachers. 
We notice that since our first 
visit to this school the scholars have 
made good use of their time. 
There are 
over thirty pupils enrolled, but the aver­ 
age attendance is not what it ought to 
be. 
We hope to see an improvement in 
this respect. 
Our visit to the Crow W ing district 
astonished us—as well, perhaps, as >orac 
of the good people of the burgh. 
Here 
we found that out over forty children of 
school age in the district, only seventeen 
were enrolled, and out of the seventeen 
only eight were ra attendance. 
Was told 
by the teacher that the parents arc in the 
habit of keeping the scholars at home to 
work. 
We wculd suggest to these pa­ 
rents that the little work which these 
children can do can better be spared than 
their schooling. 
Miss Moore is engaged 
here for four months, and with proper 
encouragement on the part of the patrons 
of ihe school will do good work. 
We 
were, we must say, well pleased with the 
general appearance of the pupils who 
were at school. 
Many of them are well 
advanced. 
At Crow Wing Mill we found a new 
frame school house, painted outside and 
in, and seated with patent seats. 
There 
were fourteen scholars enrolled and all 
in attendance. 
All doing well. 
Miss 
Myrtie Bixby is the teacher and is doing 
finely. 
Miss Edna BJake is wielding the ped­ 
agogical baton in the O’Niel district. 
Miss Drake is one of our best teachers, 
and is, of course, doing good work. This 
is a small school, but the atteudance is 
quite regular. 
The Oaklawn school under the man­ 
agement of Mrs. G. W. Bain is in excel­ 
lent condition. 
Here wc found twenty- 
one scholars, all very attentive, and good 
progress is being made. 
Mrs. Baiu lias 
taught school over twenty years, and this 
district is very fortunate to have secured 
her services. 
There arc other schools in progress 
that have not yet been visited. 
Mr. 
Ming has been re-engaged at Mille Lacs. 
This is a good school. 
There a:e twen­ 
ty-six pupils enrolled. 
Frame school 
house. 
Schools have been kept up reg­ 
ularly for four years.

In the Gorst district there are about 
fifty scholars in attendance. 
Miss Celia 
Wooster, has been conducting the school 
and has, we learn, done her work satis­ 
factorily. 
There are also schools at Nokay Sebie, 
at Lingneau’s and at Hughey’s—all re­ 
ported doing well.

A Scheme T h at Didn’t W ork. 
Our citizens will remember that at the 
last session ot llic legislature there was 
passed a bill authorizing the City of 
Brainerd to issue bridge bonds to th« 
amount of $25,000. 
The real purpose of 
this bill was to enable the city to pay for 
the overflow of lands, provided that Mr. 
Kindred built the dam at the lower site, 
and it was the understanding of the city 
council when they authorized this bill to 
be passed that the dam would be placed 
there providing they would t^te care of 
the overflow. 
Finding that the dam was 
to go above the city near the brick yard, 
before the bill became a law, tlicy sent a 
delegation to St. Paul to stop the passage 
of the act but it seems they were unsuc 
cessfu), and the dam company now pro­ 
poses to ask the city council to issue 
these bonds to aid them in the completion 
of the work. 
A meeting of the council has been 
called to-night (Friday), and we are in­ 
formed that the m atter of issuing these 
bonds is to be discussed.

several of the aldermen are on the bonds 
of the dam company given to the county 
guaranteeing the completion of the dam 
at a certain date, the question as to tbeir 
right to vote on the matter, being inter­ 
ested parties, will be brought up.

Onr County Schools. 
The following is a memorandum of my 
visits to the several schools of the county: 
At Gull River we found Prof. Tiff! and 
his estimable wife presiding over sixi}’- 
flve pupils, both conducting clasps in the 
same room, yet doing excellent work. 
Discipline good. 
Pupils 
attentive to 
books, with a seeming disposition to 
make the best use of their time. 
A new 
and more commodious school house will 
undoubtedly be built in this district next 
year and a graded school established. 
Much praise is due to the school board, 
Thomas Nary, Esq., Charles Griffith and 
C. M. Ballet, for the opening of three 
separate schools in the outlaying coun­ 
try-one al Pillager, one in the Swan 
River country and one at O’Neil’s. 
At Deenwood we found everything in 
the most satisfactory condition. 
There 
are twenty-eight pupils enrolled, and the 
average attendance hasbeen about twen­ 
ty-two, a fact that speaks much for both 
teacher and scholars. They have a good 
school house, and, among the patrons, 
there is a desire to keep the school in 
its present state. 
Discipline is of the 
best, and all the children are doing 
nobly. 
Miss Blanche Ingersoll is the 
teacher, it being ber second term. 
In the Orr district, four miles from 
Deerwood, is a small school of ten schol 
ars. 
The teacher, iliss Belle Graham, 
though quite young, is doing fair work, 
and the pupils and patrons are deter­ 
mined to hold onto their school until it 
assumes laiger proportions. 
Miss DeLaittre has just closed a suc­ 
cessful term at Bay Lake. 
Here, some 
day, will be found one of the best country 
schools in the county. This is the fourth 
term of school in this district, and the 
scholars have improved the time, and the 
attendance has been good. 
Ft. Ripley school was visited 
four 
weeks ago. 
ii las Nettie Vote was in 
charge. This is sw ell managed district. 
The board always seek to get the best 
teachers. 
We notice that since our first 
visit to this school the scholars have 
made good use of their time. 
There are 
over thirty pupils enrolled, but the aver­ 
age attendance is not what it ought to 
be. 
We hope to see an improvement in 
this respect. 
Our visit to the Crow Wing district 
astonished us—as well, perhaps, as some 
of the good people of the burgh. 
Here 
we found that out over forty children of 
school age in the district, only seventeen 
were enrolled, and out of the seventeen 
only eight were in attendance. 
Was told 
by the teacher that the parents are in the 
habit of keeping the scholars at home to 
work. 
We would suggest to these pa­ 
rents that the little work which these 
children can do can better be spared than 
their schooling. 
Miss Moore is engaged 
here for four months, and with proper 
encouragement on the part of the patrons 
of the school Will 'do good work. 
We 
were, we must say, well pleased with the 
general appearance of the pupils who 
were at school. 
Many of them are well 
advanced. 
At Crow Wing Mill we found a new 
frame school house, painted outside and 
in, and seated with patent seats. 
There 
were fourteen scholars enrolled and all 
in attendance. 
All doing well. 
Miss 
Myrtie Bixby is the teacher and is doing 
finely. 
Miss Edna Blake is wielding the ped­ 
agogical baton in the O’Niel district. 
Miss Drake is one of our best teachers, 
and is, of course, doing good work. This 
is a small school, but the attendance is 
quite regular. 
Tile Oaklawn school under the man­ 
agement of Mrs. G. W. Bain is in excel­ 
lent condition. 
Here we found twenty- 
one scholars, all very attentive, and good 
progress is being made. 
Mrs. Bain has 
taught school over twenty years, and this 
district is very fortunate to have secured 
her services. 
There are other schools in progress 
that have not yet bceu visited. 
Mr. 
Ming has been re-engaged at Mille Lacs. 
This is a good school. 
There a:e twen­ 
ty-six pupils enrolled. 
Frame school 
house. Schools have been kept up reg­ 
ularly for four years. 
% 
In the Gorst district there are about 
fifty scholars in attendance. 
Miss Celia 
Wooster, has been conducting the school 
and has, we learn, done her work satis­ 
factorily. 
There are also schools at Nokay Sebic, 
at Lingneau’s and at Hughey’s - all re­ 
ported doing well.

The City Connell to be Asked to Give 
$25,000 to the Dam Company. 


A Scheme That Didn’t Work. 
Our citizens will remember that at the 
last session of the legislature there was 
passed a bill authorizing the City of 
Brainerd to issue bridge bonds to the 
amount of $25,000. 
The real purpose of 
this bill was to enable the city to pay for 
the overflow of lands, provided that Mr.

these bonds to aid them in the completion 
of the work. 
A meeting of tho council has been 
called to-night (Friday), and we are in­ 
formed that the matter of issuing these 
bonds is to be discussed.

several of the aldermen are on the bonds 
of the dam company given to the county 
guaranteeing the completion of the dam 
at a certain date, the question as to their 
right to vote on the mutter, being inter­ 
ested parties, will lie brought up.

On Friday evening last at about six 
o’clock the city clerk notified the alder­ 
men that a call for a special meeting had 
been issued by President Taylor and 
Alderman Forsyth at 8 o’clock that even­ 
ing. The mal ter in some manner leaked 
out during the afternoon that a quiet 
meeting was to be held and promptly at 
8 o’clock the council room was packed 
by tax payers and interested parties. 
Occasionally an alderman would drop in 
look around and retire, and after wailing 
until 9 o’clock the crowd left the room 
and the lights were put out.
